CBHE has the statutory responsibility to recommend funding for
higher education facilities at Missouri’s public institutions

September 2019: CBHE asked department staff to review the
guidelines and consider possible modifications

Department staff surveyed public institution
presidents/chancellors, CFOs, facility directors, and General
Assembly staff members on the guidelines and ranking process

Results of survey provided during the December 2019 CBHE
meeting

Proposed Revisions

Board members were provided items reflecting the
department’s recommended changes to the current
guidelines

Substantive changes include:

* The board’s practice of considering significant renovations above and beyond
ordinary maintenance and repair is included

e The board will provide the Governor and General Assembly with two
separate lists: One for renovation of existing space and one for new

construction

«  Department staff will score each institution’s top priority in both categories

Substantive changes (cont.)

Requests for funding to renovate space should generally not exceed 10
percent of the institution’s core operating appropriation
(This recommended change requires discussion)

Workforce needs will be considered

Renovations that improve ADA compliance are listed as a consideration in
factor 2 rather than as a standalone factor

Renovations that result in utility savings will be prioritized

The board will consider recommending funds for construction before funds
for planning when an institution demonstrates that it has already completed
planning
